Council decides 
missile must go

Lompoc’s vintage missile is coming down. 
That was the unanimous City Council decision last night after an engineering 
report concluded that to keep the peeling monument to Lompoc’s 1960s ICBM 
heydays would be "a recurring and costly maintenance problem.” 
The report also found that the white sentinel, which has greeted arrivals to 
the city from Ingram Park at Highways One and 246 since 1968, is dangerous. 
Two of its four main supports are extensively corroded, it said. 
“Well proceed on it expeditiously,” City Administrator Gene Wahlers said to­ 
day of the dismantling project. "I would expect it would probably be within a 
month.” 
Coupled with the motion to fell the landmark was a parallel motion to accept 
the Air Force’s offer to help in locating a replacement. This would most likely 
be a Minuteman training missile, not built to be launched as was the thin skin­ 
ned Titan I, which is made of special metal alloys vulnerable to corrosion in 
salty Lompoc fogs. The training missiles are made of iron and require less 
maintenance, Wahlers said. He added that there is no way of knowing how soon 
a replacement will be available. 
The report, prepared by Air Force personnel, found that the city would have 
to pay between 19,000 and $11,000 to repair the delicate Titan but that the mis­ 
sile would need more maintenance in another three to five years. 
“Action needs to be taken very seriously to prevent a serious safety hazard.” 
Wahlers told the council. “The missile could of course fall in a high wind.” 
“It’s like, you know, taking an old rusty car and putting a coat of paint on it,” 
Mayor Art Scott explained to the council audience. “Unless you take care of 
the rust underneath, it doesn’t do you any good. And that’s where the extra cost 
is involved, to take care of this thing underneath. It’s really structurally unsafe 
and I’m really concerned with the safety of the people out in that area and I’d 
sure hate it to fall over and kill somebody because we’re dilly-dallying 


^ThTcouncil decided earlier this summer to disassemble the familiar missile 
but was forced to backtrack when a petition reportedly with more than 3,000 
citizens signatures was submitted protesting the action. Proposals from 
various civic groups for volunteer painting campaigra were also received by 
the council But this was before the technical study revealed that there are 
areas in the Titan’s skin that are eaten clear through, ‘extensive corrosion, 
and cracks that completely sever at least one of the main supports. 
“It seems to me,” said Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz, “that the only way 
we can look now is for a replacement with another type of missile. When 3,000 
people bring in their signatures and they want a missile, I’m sure there were 
many more who didn’t sign. I want a missile for them. Besides, we ve got two 
of them on the city seal. What would you do without a missile? You’d have to 
change the city seal.” 
Councilman E C. Stevens agreed that it is “not a sound decision to leave the 
missile there.”

“We also have to understand that once we obtain a (replacement) missile, 
that it’s going to cost a considerable amount of money to erect it and place it on 
the site,” Stevens reminded. 
The council’s action indicates that the city leaders will install another monu­ 
ment ICBM at Ingram Park only if this can be done at reasonable installation 
and maintenance costs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former CIA 
Director Richard Helms said today he is­ 
sued verbal orders in 1970 to destroy 
deadly toxin and poison stocks in accor­ 
dance with a presidential directive, but 
they were ignored. 
Testifying before the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence, Helms said, 
“My recollection was that when the 
order was issued to destroy bacterio­ 
logical warfare m aterials, Mr. 
Karamessines and I agreed we had no 
choice but to comply and terminate 
‘Operation MK NAOMI.’” 
Thomas Karamessines, former deputy 
director for Central Intelligence Agency 
plans who was sitting by Helms’ side as 
his former boss testified, agreed the 
orders were given. 
They both said the termination order 
was passed on to Dr. Sidney Gottlieb, 
then chief of the CIA’s technical service 
division. They said that was the last they 
knew about it until a secret cache of 
poisons and exotic weapons was dis­ 
covered in a CIA vault in May. 
Gottlieb, since retired from the CIA, 
has been subpoenaed to testify later this 
month. 
Helms has been in intelligence work 
since World War II and was CIA director 


Secret memorandum 
reported on pact 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - The United 
States and Israel have signed a secret 
memorandum in which Washington 
agrees not to permit Palestinian par­ 
ticipation at future Geneva Middle East 
peace talks without Israeli consent, the 
newspaper Jerusalem Post said today. 
The newspaper said in a dispatch from 
Washington the United States also 
pledged in the document not to recognize 
the Palestine Liberation Organization as 
long as the guerrilla group refuses to 
recognize Israel. 
A foreign ministry spokesman refused 
to confirm existence of the secret 
"memorandum of agreement” the Post 
said was signed Sept. 1 by Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger and Israeli 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon. 
However, he said, Israel repeatedly 
has maintained the PLO cannot par­ 
ticipate in a reconvened Geneva peace 
conference without the consent of the 
Jewish state or the agreement of the 
other participants. 
The key clause in the memorandum, 
the Post said, is a U.S. guarantee to 
Israel that "additional participants” at 
the conference will be subject to the 
agreement of "all the initial par­ 
ticipants.” It gives Israel veto power 
over PLO representation at Geneva. 
Israel repeatedly has said it will not 
negotiate with the PLO, which has 
vowed to actively oppose the Israeli- 
Egyptian interim peace agreement.

High surplus 
in balance 
of payments 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
balance of payments soared to a record 
$4.06 billion surplus in the second quarter 
of 1975, the Commerce Department said 
today. 


Commerce said the balance on current 
account which measures the flow of 
goods, services and money between the 
United States and its trading partners 
"moved into its largest quarterly surplus 
since these records were begun in 1960” 
because U.S. exports exceeded imports 
by $3.3 billion. 


In another measure of the balance of 
payments, Commerce said the balance 
on current account and long-term capital 
surged from a $673 million deficit in the 
first quarter to a $1.6 billion surplus in 
the second. 


The two payments measures released 
today are the most important of the 
department’s balance of payments 
calculations. 


In another report, Commerce said per­ 
sonal income boosted by higher factory 
payrolls doubled from a technically 
adjusted $9.5 billion in July to $18 billion 
in August. 


The balance of payments surpluses and 
the rise in personal income were further 
statistical evidence the United States is 
overcoming its worst recession in 30 
years. 


"Current international transactions 
made a healthy contribution towards im- 
C 
roving the domestic economy of the 
fnited States in the second quarter of 
1975,” Commerce said. 


International payments deficits led to 
dollar devaluations in 1971 and 1973, 
which contributed strongly to double­ 
digit inflation last year. The strong sur­ 
plus in the second quarter shows why 
domestic inflationary pressures eased 
last spring. 


The balance on current account and 
long-term capital, which is sometimes 
called the "basic” balance because it is 
the best indication of the nation’s inter­ 
national trading strength, was in deficit 
by $673 million in the first quarter. 


The rise in the surplus after four con­ 
secutive deficit quarters followed a 
steep $10.7 billion deficit in 1974 when the 
first effects of sharply higher oil prices 
rocked the dollar and sent domestic con­ 
sumer prices soaring to record peace­ 
time highs.

When asked if 
there were alternatives to demolition, he 
said “there are alternatives to demoli­ 
tion such as repairs.” He declined to say 
how the assessment had been arrived at 
but admitted that there had been an 
‘‘inspection survey’’ of the two 
premises. 
Wahlers said the action on the Lange 
building stemmed from complaints to 
the County Health Department. Health 
Department official Ralph Adamson to­ 
day confirmed that he had been in­ 
strumental in the action against the bar. 
He cited health factors but said there 
had been no formal complaints. He said 
he went to city officials and told them 
they should act against the bar or he 
would take the matter to the district at­ 
torney. 
The proprietor of the bar subsequently 
moved to a new location. Adamson said 
he inspects restaurants and bars in the 
Lompoc area four times a year. It was 
apparently during one of these routine 
visits that he discovered conditions that 
in his view violated regulations. 
Adamson had nothing to say about the 
structural questions related to the 
building housing the former bar or to the 
building across H Street. 
City building official Bill Cruse today 
confirmed that he had conducted an in­ 
spection of the two buildings. He was 
reluctant to talk however. He greeted 
this reporter with “good morning, and I 
don’t want to be quoted on that.” 
When asked if an engineer had in­ 
spected the two buildings, Cruse said 
“yes,” but that it had been a “visual” in­ 
spection and didn’t involve drilling to the 
walls to determine the internal condition 
of the supports. 
Cruse indicated, however unwillingly, 
that there may be more buildings that 
come under such action. “When you get 
old buildings like we have,” he said, and 
then turned to leave the area. 
The tim e elem ent involved in 
proceedings against the two buildings 
was uncertain. Wahlers told this 
reporter yesterday, however, “We’ll 
have something in the next week — what 
we propose doing on it.” 
When asked how the rumor got started 
on the city’s action, Wahlers said he 
thought it might have been because of 
one of the tenants in one of the buildings 
under fire had been approached for some 
comment.

City editor 
Protesting their helplessness to de­ 
mand a justification for ballooning 
power costs, Lompoc’s City Council last 
night passed on to residents a 2.9 per 
cent fuel cost adjustment increase and 
resolved to send Mayor Art Scott to 
Washington D C. to tell Lompoc’s story. 


The hike will add 40 cents to the 
electricity bill of the average Lompoc 
home It represents the 28th boost in the 
fuel cost adjustment in 29 months and br­ 
ings the city’s monthly wholesale 
electricity cost to $104,170, up from 
$57.269 in May, 1973, when the fuel cost 
adjustment policy went into effect. Some 
75 per cent of this increase has been due 
to the small, monthly fuel cost increases. 
Lompoc owns its own electrical dis­ 
tribution system and buys power 
wholesale from Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co.. which also retails power directly to 
individual customers in surrounding 
areas 
“Our rates are being increased to the 
point where we can no longer afford to be 
competitive with PG&E in surrounding 
areas,” Scott said 
“It chokes the future economy of the 
city,” added Councilman Emil Scolari, a 
former city electrical superintendent. 
“It’s just a form of strangulation. It 
could get to the point where the city 
could not compete with them anymore.” 
Wholesale power rates PG81E charges 
the city are governed by the Federal 
Power Commission in Washington D.C. 
Rates in surrounding areas are con­ 
trolled by the state Public Utilities Com­ 
mission Over the last three years, the 
federal panel has been quick to approve 
rate and fuel cost hikes filed for by 
PG&E but the state panel has not. As a 
result, electricity rates in Lompoc have 
edged well above those in neighboring 
areas 
Much of the emotion of the council’s 
comments last night was kindled by 
national news reports last month that 
PG&E had charged an excess $108 
million in fuel cost adjustments in their 
retail area. 
Scott said that while the state panel 
forces utilities to closely justify rate in­ 
crease requests, “The Federal Power 
Commission has not seen fit to date to 
impose that kind of restriction on the 
private power companies.” 
“I’m not anti-PG&E,” Scott pled to the 
tv cameras and scant council audience. 
“But when they’re allowed to increase 
the cost of power to our customers, the 
senior citizens and the people on fixed in­ 
come by 75 per cent with never a hearing 
and then come out in the national press 
that they made $108 million last year in 
excess profits through this one provision 
alone, I think that we ought to ask those 
agencies that can do something about it 
to say (to PG&E) \.ey, all we want you 
to do is justify it...” 
Scott will participate in the federal 
power panel’s Sept. 23 hearing on the fuel 
cost adjustment as it applies to public 
power cities like Lompoc. He will also 
contact senators Alan Cranston and John 
Tunney and area representative Robert 
Lagomarsino as well as others to apprise 
them of Lompoc’s power price squeeze. 
One of the city’s main complaints is 
the charge that the fuel cost increases 
are rubber stamped on the federal level. 
"Through this one quirk in the law,” 
said Scott, “They (PG&E) no longer 
have to justify it (rate hikes)...We have 
no recourse.” City administrator Gene 
Wahlers pointed out that the city’s total 
monthly power bill in April, 1973, $45,311, 
is almost equal to the amount the city 
will now be paying monthly in fuel 
adjustment charges alone — $44,670. 
A PG&E spokesman said this morning 
that the August reports of excess profits 
were inaccurate. The fuel cost adjust­ 
ment is calculated to compensate PG&E 
for rising costs of fossil fuels over a 
period of years, he said. In good snow 
years, the utility generates about 60 per 
cent of the power it sells with 
hydroelectric power from dams, which 
is cheaper than power from oil or gas. 
“There have been no excess profits; 
you can forget that. Earnings are going 
down. There were allegations of 
overcharges These were equally false,” 
he said. 
“It’s a temporary overcollection. Just 
like you put money in the bank against 
when you need it. There’s going to be a 
dry winter again and you can count on 
it,” the information officer added. 
The spokesman said that in dry years, 
PG&E has to spend extra for extra fuel 
oil not only to generate power for its own 
customers but to generate power to send 
to the Pacific Northwest. In wet winters, 
this area sends power south. 
“Any simpleton knows that there are 
dry years and there are wet years,” he 
said. “The fuel cost adjustment is enabl­ 
ing us to get ahead of the game because 
we don't get to raise rates when there’s a 
drought.” 
Referring to the jurisdictional dif­ 
ference that is resulting in a price 
squeeze for Lompoc, the spokesman 
said: “That's a beef they’re going to 
have to take up with the federal agency.” 
Leaders in Lompoc last night took 
steps to do just that.

Unlimited collection of ad­ 
ministrative vacation time will 
be the topic to be considered by 
a three-member City Council 
committee, city leaders deter­ 
mined last night. 
A panel composed of City 
Councilman 
E.C. 
Stevens, 
C o u ncilw o m a n 
E lino r 
Lefkowitz and City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wählers will 
look into the city personnel 
rules on the matter and report 
back to the council. 
The topic became current 
last month when it was 
reported that former Schools 
Superintendent 
Glendon 
Wegner collected $22,800 for 
vacation time he collected over 
17 years. It was later found that 
two other school district ad­ 
ministrators have been allowed 
to collect unlimited vacation 
pay and that this is also true for 
Wählers. 
Wählers is subject to the City 
Personnel Code, as is any other 
city employe, and collects 
vacation at the same rate as 
other employes. But the rules 
state that the city ad­ 
ministrator alone can authorize 
any employe to collect more 
than three years back vacation 
time. Wählers has permitted 
himself to collect 82 vacation 
days, meaning that he has taken 
an average of (me vacation day 
per year over eight years of 
employment with the city, [hir­ 
ing this same time, the ad­ 
ministrator has taken “ad­ 
ministrative leave” (»i occasion 
which has not been subtracted 
from his vacation time. 
“I think there are some areas 
that need looking at,” Stevens 
told 
the 
c o u n cil 
a fte r 
suggesting the probe. 
In other action, the council 
refused to pass an ordinance 
allowing certain city employes 
to issue citations to citizens 
who break city ordinances until 
the city staff, which supported 
the measure, gives them a bet­ 
ter idea of how such a system 
would work. 
Wählers said that only super­ 
visory city personnel would be 
empowered to issue the tickets 
for such infractions as fire code 
or sanitation infractions and 
that this would only be done 
after repeated warnings and 
with his and the city attorney’s 
approval. 
As it is now, said City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson, he 
writes letters to those violating 
city law and he has only been 
about 50 per cent effective with 
such letters. City staffers do 
not now have the authority to is­ 
sue tickets for city code infrac­ 
tions and feel that this leaves 
them crippled 
to enforce 
them; 
“Half of the people would feel 
that they just have to take it ly­ 
ing down,’’ Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton retorted. “I 
think it would become one of 
those things where government 
becomes too much...In a small 
town like this we don’t need it.” 
Stevens and Mayor Art Scott 
joined councilwoman Elinor 
Lefkowitz in asking to see a 
more detailed picture of how 
the system w(Hild be in prac­ 
tice. The ordinance was tabled 
and may be passed later when 
the city staff submits a fuller 
report. 
In other actions, the council: 
— Refused to support a 
League of California Cities 
resolution asking the state to 
levy a 10 per cent surcharge on 
state income tax and return this 
money to the cities in order to 


relieve the property tax burden 
fixed incomes. Coun- 
on those in I 
cil members felt that the state 
would attach numerous ccmdi- 
tions to the use of this money 
that would tend to undermine 
local governmental control 


— Passed the second reading 
of an ordinance requiriiig bicy­ 
cles to be licensed in the city 
and prohibiting bike riding on 
sidewalks. 


- Ack^ted a master street 
tree list of some 28 species with 
the provisos that some of the 
species are for specialized use 
and that developers may select 


other species with the city’s ap­ 
proval. 
— AuÜiorized setting fees for 
use of the city dump by con­ 
tract. This allows agreements 
for use of the facility by the 
Lompoc Unified School District 
which provide for offsetting 
services exchanged between 
the city and the district. 
— Received a bicentennial 
flag from Dick Lane of the 
Lompoc’s Elk’s Lodge. 
— Were told by Wählers that 
the city will begin interviewing 
candidates for the position 
Community Development 
Director Oct. 6.

Teachers 
not happy 
in N.Y. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - New 
York City’s 55,000 striking 
teachers were back today, but 
few seem pleased with the new 
contract that ended their eight- 
day walkout 
“ I don’t like it,” said Albert 
Shanker, president of the 
United Federation of Teachers 
Tuesday. “ The Central Board 
doesn’t like it, the community 
boards don't like it and I’m not 
asking you to like it.” 
But, he said, “ we’ve gotten 
the most we can possibly get, 
given the fiscal condition of the 
city.” 
The city’s 1.1 million students 
were not scheduled back until 
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Kissinger hails pact as impetus 


Thursday. 
The pact, approved Tuesday 
by a 10,651 to 6,695 referendum, 
provides for the rehiring of 
2,400 teachers from 4,500 
recently laid off in the city’s 
fiscal troubles. 
The 2,400 will be rehired with 
$25 million the board of educa­ 
tion saved by not paying the 
strikers during the walkout. 
In order to keep class sizes to 
a maximum of 34 students, the 
union also “ waived” two class 
preparation periods a week, 
while the school board short­ 
ened the school week by 90 
minutes When the school week 
is returned to its normal length, 
the teachers will get the "prep 
periods” back. 
Teachers also received a $300 
cost of living increase. 
Mark Weitz, a union chapter 
chairman, said the package was 
“ not an adequate contract for 
teachers, not an adequate con­ 
tract for the kids.” 
Compared to earlier fat set­ 
tlements, Shanker admitted the 
contract was no bargain. 
He repeatedly told the union’s 
1,300 member delegate assem­ 
bly, “ in times of depression, 
you have to hold onto what you 
have,” 
“ A strike is a weapon you use 
against a boss that has money,” 
Shanker told the delegates. 
“ This boss has no money.” 
The union’s problems are not 
over The state Public Employ­ 
ment Relations Board still may 
levy fines of two days’ pay for 
each day of the walkout under 
provisions of a state law which 
bars strikes by public em­ 
ployes.

Ford raps courts 
on school busing 


Boston 
students 
retaliate 


BOSTON (U P I) - White 
youths tried to set afire the 
Charlestown police station and 
showered it with rocks and 
bricks Tuesday night, in retalia­ 
tion for busing of students to in­ 
tegrate schools, police said. 
Eighteen station windows 
were broken, 6 of them in the 
office of Capt. William Mac­ 
Donald, who has directed police 
units implementing the stepped 
up court ordered busing pro­ 
gram at Charlestown High 
School. 
Three youths were arrested. 
All were from the Bunker Hill 
housing project, a focal point of 
antibusing protest in Charles­ 
town. They were charged with 
four counts of assault and bat­ 
tery with a dangerous weapon, 
attempted arson and malicious 
destruction of property. 
The youths tried to throw a 
lighted torch or flare through 
one of the broken windows, said 
a police spokesman, adding the 
attack must have been in 
retaliation for busing. 
Earlier some 300 antibusing 
demonstrators, including many 
of the women who have been 
conducting daily ‘‘Mothers 
March” prayer vigils on 
Bunker Hill, held a peaceful 
march in Charlestown. Of­ 
ficials said they had a permit 
for the protest. 
Seven buses carrying white 
children were stoned by black 
youths Tuesday. Officials re­ 
ported attendance at the 
schools increased again. 


Red Portuguese 
leader in 
combat threat 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
Communist leader Alvaro Cun- 
hal says his followers are will­ 
ing to go into combat if ex­ 
cluded from Portugal’s coali­ 
tion cabinet. 
Cunhal accused the Socialists 
and Popular Democrats Tues­ 
day night of trying to keep the 
Communists out of the cabinet 
of Prime Minister-designate 
Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo. 
“ At the last moment they do 
not want Communists in the 
government and want a govern­ 
ment that is more to the right,” 
he told a crowd of 20,000 
persons at a Communist rally in 
Lisbon’s main bullring. 
The Socialists and left-of- 
center Popular Democrats won 
two-thirds of the vote in last 
spring’s national election. The 
Communists finished a distant 
third. 


WASHINGTON. (U P I) - 
President Ford says some 
federal courts are ignoring a 
law he signed last year 
directing them to use busing 
only as a last resort. A civil 
rights lawyer challenged Ford 
to be specific. 
The President’s comments 
came at an Oval Office news 
conference Tuesday. They fol­ 
lowed a series of speeches he 
has made across the country 
suggesting there are better 
.ways than “ forced busing” to 
.achieve “ quality education.” 
“ The thing that bothers me 
about actions of some of the 
courts ... is that they apparent­ 
ly have not taken into con­ 
sideration the law that was pas­ 
sed and signed by me on Aug. 12 
of 1974, three days after I was 
sworn in,” Ford said. 
” ... It sets forth seven 
specific proposals that the 
courts should follow before they 
actually use the busing reme­ 
dy.” 
They include assigning stu­ 
dents to schools closest to their 
homes, allowing students at­ 
tending a school with a 


majority of pupils of their race 
to transfer „to one with a 
minority of their race, and for­ 
bidding the busing of a pupil 
further than the second closest 
school to his home. 
“ I think the courts ought to 
take into cognizance the legisla­ 
tive recommendations that are 
a matter of law now,” the 
President said. 
Ford did not name the courts 
or cases he was talking about. 
Jack Greenberg, head of the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund, 
which is active in desegregation 
cases, said Ford “ ought to men­ 
tion what particular cases he 
has in mind.” 
Greenberg said some of the 
most prominent busing orders, 
those in Boston and Louisville, 
Ky., were handed down before 
the law was passed. 
He also said, “ There is a 
general provision in most laws 
that nothing contained therein 
shall violate constitutional 
rights. Segregated education 
violates the Constitution, and if 
the only way to end segregation 
is by busing, then that takes 
precedence over this law.” 
New Asian influenza 
strain makes scene 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A new 
strain of Asian influenza — 
called A-Scotland - has made 
its appearance on the world 
medical scene but epidemiolo­ 
gists say they have no reason to 
expect a major epidemic during 
the approaching flu season. 
The national Center for 
Disease Control said this week 
reports from the World Health 
Organization show only spora­ 
dic and scattered cases of in­ 
fluenza in other areas of the 
world. 
“ We see no reason to expect 
an epidemic year,” said an 
NCDC medical epidemiologist. 
Nevertheless, the Public 
Health Service’s Advisory Com­ 
mittee on Immunization Prac­ 
tices, has urged elderly persons 
and those with chronic diseases 
such as heart and kidney ail­ 
ments to get vaccinations 
against influenza. 


The NCDC said the vaccina­ 
tions should be obtained by 
November. One injection gives 
some protection for the entire 
flu season. 
The new strain of influenza 
was first identified in August of 
last year. Hoke said it repre­ 
sents an antigenic “ drift” from 
the original Asian flu, similar 
to the drift that brought about 
the appearance of Port 
Chalmers influenza in Australia 
in 1973. 
Both the Port Chalmers and 
Scotland types of flu are of­ 
fshoots of the original Asian in­ 
fluenza which caused a major 
epidemic in the United States in 
1968 
Hoke said that although the 
Scotland strain is the latest 
arrival on the scene, Port 
Chalmers influenza is still the 
dominant flu virus in the 
southern hemisphere. 
Phone demonstration set 
over Russian grain sales 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Farmers will stage a demon- 
stration-by-phone today to 
voice their complaints against 
President Ford’s decision to 
continue a moratorium on ad­ 
ditional grain sales to Russia. 
The Agriculture Council of 
America, which has been 
operating a weekly toll-free 
“ Farm Line” to publicize its 
opposition to restrictions on ex­ 
port sales, said Tuesday it 
would open the nationwide 
telephone line again tonight 
from 7 p.m to 11 p.m. EDT with 
an invitation to farmers to call 


in their views on Ford’s action. 


“ Farmers are incensed and 
bewildered over the President’s 
decision and the pqor advice his 
nonfarm advisers are giving, so 
we’ve decided to give him some 
of our own,” said ACA official 
Baxter Freese, a cattleman 
from Wellman, Iowa. 


Freese urged farmers to call 
in and “ give us your ideas on 
what will happen if the export 
ban »a diiuwetl to continue.” He 
promised the views of every 
caller will be “ personally 
delivered to the White House.” 


CINCINNATI (U PI)-Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
says the recently negotiated 
Egyptian-Israeli interim agree­ 
ment is not an end in itself but 
should give “ new impetus” to 
efforts to bring lasting peace to 
the region 
“ The effort to achieve a 
lasting peace must resume,” 
Kissinger told 1.290 persons at a 
$25-a-plate Chamber of Com­ 
merce dinner Tuesday. 
“ The United States did not 
help negotiate this agreement 
in order to put an end to the 
process of peace, but to give it 
new impetus 
“ We stand ready to assist as 
the parties desire,” he pledged. 
“ We will seriously encourage a 
negotiation between Syria and 


Israel. We are prepared to con­ 
sult all countries, including the 
Soviet Union, about the timing 
and substance of a reconvened 
Geneva Conference.” 
But he said “ tension in the 
Middle East increases the 
prospect of direct U.S -Soviet 
confrontation, with its atten­ 
dant nuclear risk.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon says the country would 
be better off if New York City 
went into default than if the 
federal government came to its 
rescue. 
Simon's statement Tuesday 
seemed to extinguish whatever 
flickering hope New York City 
officials nursed that the federal 
government would step in if 
state and city rescue efforts 
prove insufficient — as now ap­ 
pears possible. 
The state legislature has 
arranged to lend the city $2 3 
billion, but that money will run 


out in December Unless the 
city can borrow more from 
some other source, it will be un­ 
able to repay loans that become 
due — and will be in default and 
on the verge of financial 
collapse 
In a letter Tuesday to 
Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee. Simon suggested a 
federal rescue operation would 
do more harm than allowing the 
city to collapse fiscally. 
He said federal borrowings to 
guarantee New York securities 
would cause a credit squeeze, 
drive up interest rates for all

“ As I read his letter, 
Secretary Simon has said that 
the U.S. may be better off if its 
greatest city defaults, and his 
admission that he may be 
wrong only further underlines 
the risk-taking which his policy 
clearly represents,” Javits 
said. 
He said, “ Our country cannot 
help but suffer enormous 
damage” if “ the nation’s major 
center of communications, ban­ 
king, transportation and securi­ 
ties” goes broke.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Government price support 
rates for 1970 crops of major 
grains will be raised 11-12 per 
cent, Agriculture Department 
experts estimate. 
The increases are not expect­ 
ed to have much influence on 
the farm economy or to saddle 
taxpayers with any revival of 
big farm subsidy payments. 
One specialist who asked to be 
kept anonymous said the 
probable new support rates 
were likely to keep government 
price floors well below the 


prices farmers get for their 
crops in the open market 
Under the federal support 
program for com. for example, 
the support “ target price” for 
the 1974 and 1975 crops has been 
$1 38 a bushel. 
Under the law, if market 
prices dip below the target 
level, the government will 
make up the difference with a 
direct payment to growers. But 
strong demand and relatively 
tight supplies have kept mar­ 
kets far above the $1.38 target 
and no payments have been 


necessary 
For the 1976 crop, a cost-of- 
production escalator clause will 
automatically come into effect 
and boost target prices for com 
and other feed grains, wheat 
and cotton Agriculture experts 
estimate that the formula, 
adopted by Congress in a 1973 
farm law, will push the 1976 
com target to about $1.55 a 
bushel 
This would be well below the 
current market As of August 
15. the Agriculture Department 
estimated that com growers 


were getting $2 95 a bushel One 
expert said he could see little 
chance that prices for the 1976 
crop could sink to the expected 
new floor 


For wheat, which was bring­ 
ing farmers an average of $3 89 
a bushel on August 15, this 
year s target support rate is 
$2 05 a bushel The 1976 target is 
expected to be about $2 27. 


Cotton, which averaged 41 9 
cents a pound in open markets 
in mid-August has a 1976 target 
price of 38 cents a pound

for 4-H members 


POMONA (U P I) - Pat 
Pascal and Russ Higgins of the 
West Covina 4-H Club won first 
place in the agricultural divi­ 
sion of the Los Angeles County 
Fair Tuesday for building their 
herd from 15.000 last February 
to 180.000 head today. 
The two 17-year-olds do not 
raise cows, sheep, pigs or any 
of the other animals common to 
4-H clubs and county fairs. 
They raise worms, selling 
them for use in organic garden­ 
ing, farming and for household 
garbage disposal. 
Worms have come a long way 
since the days when they were 
just put on the end of a fishing 
hook, the boys said. They can 
eat anything that is biodegrada­ 
ble, including cardboard, lawn 
clippings, coffee grounds and 
com husks, producing some of 
nature’s finest fertilizer in the 
process. 
They soon figure to harvest 
about 130 pounds of worms a 
month and hope to get $2 a 
pound for a profit of $60 a 
month each.

Hie Kennedy family opposes 
reopening the case 
At the order of Superior Court 
Judge Robert Wenke, the head 
of the county clerk's criminal 
division appeared Tuesday with 
the exhibits: a cardboard box 
containing Sirhan’s .22-caliber 
revolver, eight spent cartridges 
from that gun and five bullets 
removed from the bodies of 
Kennedy and four wounded 
bystanders. 
Also included was a wrinkled 
paper bundle of clothes Kenne­ 
dy was wearing. 
The retesting of Sirhan’s 
pistol was ordered in a suit 
brought by one of the wounded 
bystanders, former union lead­ 
er Paul Schrade. and CBS-TV, 


who are trying to force publica­ 
tion of secret police files on the 
assassination. 
“Second gun’’ theorists argue 
that not all the recovered 
bullets could have come from 
the same gun. 
Criminalist Dewayne Wolfer, 
who conducted the original 
tests on the pistol and bullets, 
testified Tuesday that he cannot 
say whether the material is still 
reliable as evidence. There 
may have been oxidization of 
the bullets since he last saw 
them, he said 
He added they had been 
handled by many unauthorized 
persons. 
The judge changed the testing 
procedures Tuesday. The origi­ 
nal plan was to have the panel 
of criminalists and ballisticians 
conduct independent tests in 
different rooms mi the same 
day. 
The judge said there is not 
enough laboratory equipment 
for that. He said the panel can 
use the same facilities, but 
ordered they be warned they 
are forbidden to talk to each 
other until each has prepared 
an individual report.

Hatchet-wielder 
gets long sentence 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Vaughn Greenwood, convicted 
of a hatchet-wielding rampage 
in the Hollywood hills that in­ 
cluded burglarizing actor Burt 
Reynolds' home, was sentenced 
Tuesday to 32 years to life in 
prison by a judge who described 
Greenwood as one of the most 
dangerous criminals he had 
ever seen. 
The judge continued a gag 
order on police, forbidding 
them to discuss Greenwood as a 
suspect in the notorious “Skid 
Row slasher” killings of nine 
men in December and January. 
Greenwood. 32, was con­ 
victed on six counts of burglary 
and one of assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
He was found guilty of break­ 
ing into the home of television 
producer William Graham, a 
neighbor of Reynolds’, and at­ 
tacking the producer and a 
houseguest in their sleep with a 
hatchet. The furiously battling 
men crashed through a plate 
glass window, and Greenwood 
hurled the bleeding producer 
down a hill slope onto Reynolds’ 
driveway. 
Reynolds, who was not at 
home at the time, was a witness 
for tíie prosecution, identifying 
items taken from his house 
Another resident of the area in 
the hills above the Sunset Strip 
testified he found Greenwood in 
his c lo se t and stru g g led 
desperately with him until 
Greenwood stabbed him just 
below the heart.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) - Mississip­ 
pi State officials and the NCAA will con­ 
firm a two-year probation penalty asses­ 
sment against the Bulldogs for football 
recruiting violations and announce there 
will be no appeal, it was reported today. 
The Commercial Appeal said in 
today’s editions that MSU President 
William L. Giles and NCAA spokesmen 
would disclose that the university — a 
longtime weak sister in the Southeastern 
Conference until posting last season’s 9-3 
record — would disclose several 
recruiting violations. 
The violations were expected to in­ 
clude improper recruiting of two 
sophomore players — defensive back 
Richard Blackmore of Vicksburg, Miss., 
and defensive tackle Larry Gillard of 
Falkner, Miss. 
The officials also were expected to 
state, however, that earlier reports of 
"major” violations by Bulldog coaches 
and recruiters proved unfounded, ac­ 
cording to the newspaper report. 
The anticipated probation announce­ 
ment was expected to include a ban on 
Bulldog participation in post-season bowl 
gam es and a reduction in grid 
scholarships from 30 to 25 annually for 
the duration of the probation period. 
Giles and Coach Bob Tyler, who have 
steadfastly refused to comment in line 
with NCAA rules, were unavailable for 
comment Tuesday night. Gillard and 
Blackmore worked out with the Bulldogs 
Tuesday and also refused comment. 


Pro owners sweat it out 


Tax reform could bomb shelters 


As if pro sports owners don’t have enough trouble on 
their hands with strikes and rumors of strikes, spiraling 
payrolls, and dwindling fan support, they now have 
something else to sweat about. 
The House Ways and Means Committee, which is 
writing a major tax revision bill, is zeroing in on a poten­ 
tially lucrative tax shelter used by buyers and sellers of 
sports franchises and player contracts. 
The committee has already voted to curb tax shelters in 
cattle breeding and other farm-related investments by 
outsiders, and has turned its attention to sports. 
The presently-allowable sports tax shelters, according 
to a Committee staff, can combine to transform a money- 
losing team into a very profitable one if the owners have 
outside incomes that put them into a high tax bracket, 
which most of them do. 
Many owners of football, baseball, basketball and 
hockey teams have taken advantage of the shelter 
provided by the tax treatment of sports franchises. 
The shelter is brought about by treating player con­ 
tracts as assets to be depreciated just like a piece of 


equipment bought by a steel mill or other business. A se­ 
cond and related shelter comes about through the capital 
gains tax treatment afforded the sale of franchises. 


Here is an example; Suppose a partnership purchases a 
sports franchise for $10 million. The buyer arbitrarily 
says most of the purchase price was for player contracts, 
which can be depreciated for tax purposes. But the seller 
arbitrarily says most of the price was for the franchise, 
which gets capital gains tax treatment. 
Thus each gets the best of both tax worlds. 


In the first year, suppose the net income from the team 
is $450,000. However, the new owners charge off $1.6 
million to depreciation of their players, leaving a paper 
loss of $1.2 million despite the actual profit of $450,000. 


Suppose there are four partners, one of whom has a tax­ 
able income from outside sources of $500,000. Normally 
his tax would be $321,000, but using his share of the paper 
loss his tax would be only $111,000, a saving of $210,000. 
Adding in his share of the actual profit, he gains $322,500.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - John McKay 
says he is in favor 6i USC leaving the 
Pacific 8 conference and playing as an 
independent for economic reasons. 
"It’s economic stupidity for us to stay 
in the conference under its present for­ 
mat, especially now that there’s so much 
pressure on us to finance women’s 
athletic programs,” the Trojan football 
coach said in an interview. 
McKay said he has approached USC 
administrators with h is, thoughts on 
withdrawing from the conference and 
"our administration is feeling more the 
way we do about it.” 
But Wiles Hallock, the Pacific 8 com­ 
missioner, said he doubted the proposal 
was being given serious consideration. 
“ USC doesn’t have the financial 
problems some other schools in our con­ 
ference have,” Hallock said, "but I can 
see that they’re inclined to look down the 


long road ahead. 
"We feel that the conference schools 
need each other. Obviously, we would 
feel the loss of USC, which has meant a 
great deal to our conference. But I ’m 
sure USC would feel a loss by not being in 
the conference.” 
McKay said financial restrictions hit 
conference schools harder than they do 
independents and are especially costly 
when big-time collegiate sports are 
faced with rising costs and inflation.

Fuel costs 


It is frightening, if not 
downright heartbreaking, for 
the residents of Lompoc to be 
at the mercy of a federal com­ 
mission that allows the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company to 
impose growing fuel cost 
adjustm ent charges to our 
electric bills. 
It was revealed this week 
that we as users of our city’s 
electric utility will be subject 
to th e 28th c o n se c u tiv e 
monthly addition to our utility 
bills in the amount of 2.9 per 
cent, or about 40 cents. Since 
May of 1973, we have been pay­ 
ing the added fuel cost adjust­ 
ment by PG&E to cover costs 
of fuel oil and natural gas. 
From an original 19 cents, the 
charge has now climbed to 
$2.68. 
We point the accusing finger 
at the Federal Power Com­ 
mission. Because our utility is 
a 
w h o l e s a l e 
b u y e r of 
electricity from PG&E, this 
commission controls the rate 
structure. Retail power rates 
are set by the state Public 
Utilities Commission. 
It was only last month that 
the state auditor general’s of­ 
fice charged that PG&E 
overcharged its retail electric 
customers $108.3 million in un­ 
necessary fuel cost adjust­ 
ment increases. 
As a result of the auditor’s 


report, the state commission 
has called a moratorium on 
approving fuel cost increases 
until a more complete study is 
accomplished detailing how 
they are applied. 
The federal commission, 
however, lets the fuel cost in­ 
creases apply on a formula 
basis without supporting cost 
data. 
It would appear logical that 
if the state auditor general’s 
report shows an overcharge on 
retail custom ers, wouldn’t 
w holesale r at e s also be 
overcharged? 
We do not believe that our 
city should sit idly by without 
putting up a stiff fight in the 
proper quarters to justify the 
fuel co st a d j u s t me n t in­ 
creases. We realize that our 
hope in controlling such in­ 
creases lies in unity with the 
11 public power cities that 
make up the Northern Califor­ 
nia Power Agency. NCPA has 
attacked the federal commis­ 
sion’s formula for calculating 
fuel cost adjustments and we 
have participated.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Everyone 
sniggered some years ago when a cheeky 
radical named Andy Stapp tried to bring 
collective bargaining to the U.S. armed 
forces in the form of a feeble effort 
called the American Servicem an’s 
Union. But the idea is no longer so 
preposterous

Not surprisingly, the 
Pentagon is unhappy 
with the prospect. Seldom people to 
reveal their emotions, especially not 
their fears, Defense Department 
soldiers are nonetheless openly worried 
about the AFGE probe. ‘‘Pure insanity,” 
says the chorus. Already the services 
have begun a campaign to discredit the 
idea that, as a marine puts it, ‘‘national 
defense can be left up to organized 
grievance committees.” 
Thus far the campaign has consisted 
mostly of comparison finger pointing. 
‘‘Look at the Dutch,” the officials 
suggest. That nation’s military force has 
in recent years been semi-unionized and, 
many feel, at the great peril of its people 
and it allies. Knowing Pentagon veterans 
believe even a little unionization has 
poisoned Holland’s forces fatally; ‘‘I was 
in the Netherlands last month,” says a 
colonel charged with NATO respon­ 
sibilities, ‘‘and my impression was their 
Army is now made up mostly of ding- 
dong buffoons.” 
Dutch officers stationed in Washington 
do not agree with the harsh assessment, 
but they are concerned with the extreme 
about the effects of unionization on their 
forces. Admiral H. Van Mastrigt, a 30- 
year veteran, now his nation’s military 
attache in America, says bluntly that

while he still has faith in the ability of 
Holland’s troops. “I admit I am damned 
scared about unionization. It has gone 
too far I think it is definitely hurting our 
defenses.” 


Van Mastrigt. an impeccable officer, 
quick of step and handsomely tailored, 
makes it clear that he does not person- 
nally object to the concept of organized 
representation in the Netherlands 
forces. Unlike the more affluent U.S. 
system, where government has usually 
provided a full range of soldiering 
benefits. Van Mastrigt says Holland ser­ 
vicemen have traditionally relied on as­ 
sociations to lobby for their fringe 
rewards. The associations have since 
early in this century held regular 
meetings with the ministers of defense, 
“often winning concessions which we 
otherwise wouldn’t enjoy.” 


In recent years, however, a new as­ 
sociation, the Assocation of Draftees 
(VDM) has tilted the militaiy lobby ef­ 
fort increasingly towards militancy. 'The 
only association connected to a trade un­ 
ion, VDM has enlisted one of four Dutch 
servicemen (fully 40 per cent of the Ar­ 
my) in a defhocratization plunge that, in 
Admiral Van M astrigt’s words, has 
“made us look reather silly in some 
eyes.” 


Some Dutch eyes in particular: the 
Defense M inistry receives regular 
deliveries of mail from taxpayers 
wondering about the wisdom of spending 
huge amounts of national treasure on 
soldiers whose only quality is, as one 
citizen has written, “they might cause 
an enemy to die laughing.” 
Van Mastrigt admits that VDM has 
won confortable concessions for Dutch 
soldiers. Pay has increased for some by 
a factor of ten in the last seven years; 
saluting is no longer required; pesky 
brass has been removed from all un­ 
iforms; recreation facilities are now 
mandated. Van M astrigt says the 
Netherlands servicem en are even 
allowed to participate, in uniform, in 
protest demonstrations against their un­ 
iforms 
Yet at what price? Though Dutch 
military people say their soldiers still do 
their jobs (8 to 5), and have done well in 
most NATO maneuvers, they point out 
that over-all credibility has suffered. “A 
defense force is only as good as its 
credibility; if an enemy does not take us 
as a serious force, then we are not a 
serious force” 


That is the real danger of unionization, 
says Van Mastrigt: “I hate the long hair 
and all that goes with it, but I can live 
with that. What concerns me is whether 
a lack of discipline in one area leads to a 
letdown in others.” 
In other words, will a unionized soldier 
put his rights before his country? No 
wonder the Pentagon worries. 


We have all seen extensive speculation 
on the implications of the Squeaky affair. 
Both Time Magazine and Newsweek put 
the poor lady on the cover, no doubt 
because she came within an instant of 
altering the course of history; no doubt 
because her background was something 
of a twentieth century installment of the 
Marquis de Sade's 
J u s t i n e . 
It 
has 
everything for the 
fascinated student of 
depravity: 
idolatry, 
sex, bondage, yea even 
witchcraft. 


We are treated to 
generous biographical 
d e s c r i p t i o n s 
of 
Squeaky’s 
background, and of 
her unfailing devotion 
to 
th e 
S a t a n i c 
Manson. We are told 
that but for Squeaky’s providential inep­ 
titude, the President of the United States 
would almost certainly have been sl­ 
aughtered on the spot. Her guru ap­ 
parently neglected either himself to cock 
the automatic pistol, or to show her that 
in order to load the chamber it is neces­ 
sary to move the slide back over the 
barrel so that it can scoop up the initial 
cartridge. Someone who made a study of 
the Manson set gave the estimate that 
Squeaky has been on one thousand LSD 
trips; who knows, perhaps on the fateful 
day in Sacramento she was on her thou­ 
sand and first trip. One up for acid. You 
and I will never know. 


Whereupon the commentators get on 
with the business of the Presidential 
di lemma, concerning which en­ 
cyclopedias have been' written since 
November 22, 1963. It was Lyndon 
Johnson who fashioned the term “press 
the flesh.” He liked doing this, and the 
term gave it all something of an overtone 
of vulgarity. The proposition that body 
contact with the people does to a Presi­ 
dent what contact with the earth did for 
Antaeus is being challenged. It was 
always obvious that no President could 
engage in dialogue with the voters mere­ 
ly by pressing his hand against theirs. 
And no matter how industriously you 
work at it, the macro-political results 
are slight: in all those heavy years of 
campaigning, we are informed, only one 
and one-half million Americans ever laid 
eyes on Richard Nixon. Moreover, the 
critics continue, the people themselves 
are gradually being put off by seeing, 
night after n i^ t on the television news, 
footage on the President’s handshaking. 
Some of them are beginning to wonder 
whether they are being had : whether a 
President charged with as many respon­ 
sibilities as we charge ours with oughtn’t 
to be too busy to do that much of that 
kind of thing. And so on. 


But inevitably, the democratic 


mystique, though it reels under the im­ 
pact of the Squeakys, musters strength 
gradually and reasserts itself. After 
Dallas, LBJ was not permitted to go 
anywhere without helicopters overhead 
from which sharpshooters dangled. In a 
matter of months, like Presidential 
economies, it was all forgotten, and he 
was back pressing the flesh. 
The notion that only American 
Rotarians are given to the practice is in­ 
correct. The patrician de Gaulle entered 
lustfully into the practice. It is perhaps 
true that de Gaulle could do anything and 
get away with it for so simple a reason as 
that his life was charmed. Never have so 
many people attempted to assassinate a 
single person with such lack of success. 
One would have thought that everybody 
who tried to kill de Gaulle was a CIA 
employe. 
One fact stands out in the fury of the 
discussion. It is, as so often is the case, 
the most obvious fact. Namely, that the 
elimination of the death penalty just pos­ 
sibly has a great deal to do with the 
stimulation of free enterprise assassina­ 
tion. Leaving aside for the moment such 
arcane questions as whether Manson and 


Squeaky and the other girls in the band 
are nuts. One likes to think that anyone 
who could plunge a dagger into the flesh 
of Sharon Tate is nuts. But forget that for 
a moment, and ask whether even nuts 
are not influenced by the expeditious ex­ 
ecution of people who kill o^er people to 
satisfy erotic compulsions. There will 
always be a potential killer who doesn’t 
fear death. 
But others do. Leon Czolgosz, who 
killed President McKinley, was tried — 
fairly, by everyone’s agreement — was 
dead in the electric chair less than two 
months after the assassination. You can­ 
not prove that Leon had a Squeaky who 
was deterred from going after Teddy 
Roosevelt by the elimination of Leon; 
but it is not unreasonable. Who says A 
must say B. If the United States is to be 
made reasonably safe for American 
Presidents to ramble about it must be 
made reasonably unsafe for those who 
try to kill these Presidents. I lay it down 
as a posture of common sense that 
Manson should be executed, and that if 
found guilty. Squeaky should be too; and 
Sirhan Sirham after Allard Lowenstein 
gives us the go-ahead.

Last month, our Cai Poly editorial in­ 
tern, Bob Cox, wrote a strange story of 
the mystery of the dead birds in the 
northeast section of the city. Birds were 
falling dead from trees and littering 
lawns in the area. 
At the time of the story, few agencies 
had responded or were unable to deter­ 
mine the càuse of the deaths. We hear 
now that the County Agricultural Com­ 
missioner’s office was called to in­ 
vestigate and they have done something. 
The particular die-off involved approx­ 
imately 150 house or English sparrows, 
according to the commissioner’s office. 
A survey of the area was made, residents 
were contacted and samples of the dead 
sparrows were collected for laboratory 
analysis. 
Other species of birds in the same area 
include the house finch or linnet, starl­ 
ings, blackbirds and orioles. They were 
not affected, the commissioner states. 
Through the cooperation of the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game carcasses of the 
sparrows were submitted to the Wildlife 
Research Laboratory for an autopsy in 
Sacramento. 
The first series of tests has revealed 
that no pesticides were involved. 
However, investigations by specialists in 
the pathology lab section are continuing 
at this time. 
We are hoping that the commissioner 
will keep us further informed

Members: 
'The Lompoc-Vandenberg Branch of 
Uie American Association of University 
Women, the Arguello Group of the Los 
Padres Chapter of Uie Sierra Club, and 
Plus (Preserve Lompoc’s Unique 
Surroundings) wish to voice their sup­ 
port of the State Department of Tran­ 
sportation’s consideration for rescission 
of the above designated section of 
freeway, commonly called the Harris 
Grade Freeway. 
The Lompoc-Vandenberg Branch of 
AAUW corresponded with Mr. E, F. 
Gregory, District Engineer. Division of 
Highways, on May 14, 1975, concerning 
the State Department of‘ Transpor­ 
tation’s Notice of Intention to Rescind 
the Freeway Route Adoption, and voiced 
their support of this intention. A reply by 
Mr. Dyer H. Campble, District Project 
Planning and Management Engineer, in­ 
dicated that the AAUW letter is to be in­ 
cluded in the record for the hearing of 
this issue. A copy of the AAUW Study of 
the Harris Grade Freeway Agreement 
was sent to Mr. Gregory, and one is in­ 
cluded for your use. 
Since that time, it has come to our at­ 
tention that the Santa Barbara County 
Board of Supervisors has acted to oppose 
taking the project out of the system. We 
feel that this was an untimely move on 
the part of the Board, and, to our 
knowledge, the Board did not consult its 
constituency. At the time the proposed 
freeway route was being considered for 
ad(^tion, over 4,000 citizens signed peti­ 
tions against the adoption. 
Besides voter opposition to the 
proposed freeway, three other factors 
seem pertinent: 1) Rising costs; 2) Lack 
of justification; and 3) Ecological con­ 
siderations. 
In view of rising costs, it seems not 
only superfluous but also irresponsible to 
construct a freeway which is unneeded. 
Since 1971 when the proposal was 
adopted, the area population and traffic 
flow patterns have only changed 
minimally At that time the freeway was 
unneeded; at this time it is still un­ 
needed. 
Environmentally destructive factors 
involving the proposed freeway are men­ 
tioned by the Consulting Team of 
Livingston and Blayney in the Proposed 
Comprehensive Plan to Santa Barbara 
County On page 19 the following com­ 
ments are made. “In the preliminary 
report on the Conservation Element, the 
environmental biologists recommended 
against widening of the Harris Grade 
Road because it would threaten the 
finest stand of Bishop Pine in the County 
and reduce the habitat of the Black- 
flowered Firwort and the Lompoc Yerba 
Santa, both rare or endangered plants.” 
We wholeheartedly support and strong­ 
ly urge the rescission of the proposed 
Harris Grade Freeway and request that 
this letter be read into the record at the 
hearing.

Kindly permit us to add the viewpoint 
of Mission Hills to the Record’s impres­ 
sion on our water controversy. In our 
opinion, there are two central issues: 
The first concerns property rights; the 
second, judicial jurisdiction. 
Approval of management’s applica­ 
tion, now pending before the California 
Public Utilities Commission, if un­ 
contested, will abrogate our water rights 
and entitlements without due compensa­ 
tion. These rights are an appurtenance to 
our land. Additionally, the property 
owners of Mission Hills have paid for the 
physical plant and distribution system of 
this mutual water company, and, as 
shareholders, are entitled to water at the 
cost of production. Being informed of 
this application and allowing it to 
proceed without challenge would amount 
to legal renouncement of our rights and 
entitlements. We thus find ourselves in a 
controversial position. 
It is our contention that the Superior 
Court has jurisdiction to settle this con­ 
troversy, and we have entered our peti­ 
tion for a judicial decision there. We are 
grateful to the Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion for bringing this application to our 
attention and we acknowledge their 
authority to rule (xi it. However, we do 
notjind the resolution or our controversy 
within their scope, and approval of the 
application at this time, would deprive 
us of a judicial decision on this matter.

Rains' trail bill 
goes to governor 


A measure authored by 
Senator Omer L. Rains (D- 
Ventura/Santa Barbara) which 
would establish hiking, riding, 
and bicycle trails for Santa Bar­ 
bara and Ventura Counties pas­ 
sed its final legislative hurdle 
this week. 
The State Senate voted 23-11 
to concur in minor amendments 
which were made to the bill 
(SB301) in the Assembly. The 
Assembly had voted 66-2 to ap­ 
prove the bill last week. 
Rains indicated that the 
propo.sal had the full support of 
the California Department of 
Parks and Recreation and that 
this would be helpful in discus­ 
sions with Governor Brown. 
The Governor has 12 days to 
sign or veto the measure. 
SB 301 would establish trails 
in the following areas* 
From the U. S. Forest Ser­ 
vice trail system near San An­ 
tonio Creek and Highway Route 
154 in Santa Barbara County to 
El Capitan State Beach; 
From El Capitan State Beach 
to Refugio State Beach; 
From Refugio State Beach to 
Gaviota State Park; 
From Gaviota State Park to 
Carpinteria State Beach; 
From C arpinteria State 
Beach to Emma Wood State 
Beach; 
From Emma Wood State 
Beach to Ventura State Beach; 
From Ventura State Beach to 
McGrath State Beach. 
The trails would also connect 
four of C alifornia’s most 
historic missions (La Purísima, 
Santa Ynez, Santa Barbara, and 
San Buenaventura), and would 
connect the State Park System 
with similar federal proposals 


in the Los Padres National 
Forest. 
It was not necessary for any 
additional tax money to be ap­ 
propriated for this project. 
Money had alread y been 
specifically budgeted from a 
fund established for such pur­ 
poses in 1974. 


"Besides providing jobs for 
the construction of these 
trails,” commented Rains, 
"this unique system will im­ 
prove the recreational oppor­ 
tunities available to the citizens 
of Santa Barbara and Ventura 
Counties and increase public 
access to areas of great natural 
and scenic beauty and impor­ 
tance.”

Dollar pushes 
pound lower 


BRUSSELS. Belgium (U P II 
— The dollar pushed the British 
pound to another all-time low 
today and opened at its best 
rates in a year on other Euro­ 
pean money markets. 
The price of gold dropped $2 
in Zurich — from $147 an ounce 
at Tuesday’s close to $145 — 
and 87 cents in London to open 
at $146 25. 
London dealers reported ner­ 
vous selling of sterling, 
weakened by a gloomy econo­ 
my and the possibility of a steel 
strike. The dollar, the dealers 
said, was spurred on by op­ 
timism regarding the U.S. 
economy. 
The dollar opened in Frank­ 
furt at 2 62 German marks, a 
pfennig up from Tuesday. It 
was the highest rate since the 
dollar stood at 2.6342 on Oct. 4. 
1974. 
In London, the pound dropped 
from Tuesday’s low of $2.0908 to 
$2 0855. Sterling dropped to an 
effective devaluation figure of 
27 7 per cent, down from 27.6. in 
terms of the currencies of 
B rita in ’s m ajor trading 
partners. 
In Paris, the dollar opened at 
4 4660 French francs, up from 
4 4575. for its best showing 
since late December. In Brus­ 
sels, the dollar fetched 40.6050 
Belgian francs, its best for 13 
months. 
Amsterdam bankers put it at 
2 8682 Dutch guilders, a high for 
the year. In Zurich, the dollar 
opened at 2.7178 Swiss francs, 
up from 2.7145 In Milan, the 
rate went up from 674.35 lire to 
677.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Some former South Vietnamese 
generals exiled in the United 
States are so loaded with 
money and gold acquired during 
the war that they don’t have to 
worry about finding jobs. 
They are living in near seclu­ 
sion. avoiding all contact with 
other Vietnamese. They fear 
resentment and possible 
revenge. 
There are about 50, from 
brigadier to lieutenant generals 
— plus one full general — living 
with either relatives or ranking 
U.S. Army officers who knew 
them at the height of the 
American involvement in Viet­ 
nam. 
A few are adapting, with 
grace and resignation, to the 
exiled life of warlords in a 
country which supported them 
during a war but not in their 
new life. 
_ Some left behind huge for­ 
tunes in properties and busines­ 
ses. worth hundreds of times 
more than what they were able 
to take along in the evacuation 
Refugees who traveled with 
them estimate some generals 
had gold bullion worth “ seve­ 
ral” hundreds thousands dol­ 
lars. 
The wife of Joint Chief of 
Staff Gen. Cao Van Vien 
deposited in Guam about $1 
million, they said. 


A three-star general wasjeen 
climbing onto a U.S. 7th rieet 
vessel with an attache case so 
heavy that an aide had to lift it 
for him The case was believed 
to contain gold. 


Brig. Gen Trang Si Tan, 
former Saigon police chief, is 
living in the Los Angeles area 
with friends. Efforts by UPI to 
get to him were thwarted 
several times by relatives. 


A Vietnamese who talked to 
him recently said Vien, the 
most trusted police office* of 
Taiwan-exiled President Nguy­ 
en Van Thieu, has ducked all 
social life.

“ He has agreed to waive ex­ 
tradition. but he has got to sign 
the papers in front of a judge 
before we can turn him over to 
Nevada officers,” the sheriff 
said. 
Wills’ car rolled Saturday 
night on U.S. 50-6 near western 
Utah's Confusion Mountains. 
He was pulled from the 
wreckage and taken to a Delta 
hospital for treatment of a dis- 
lnrAt#*d shoulder. 
He was arrested on a drug 
possession charge after a 
plastic bag apparently holding 
marijuana fell from his pants’ 
pockets when a hospital em­ 
ploye tried to shake dirt and 
dust out of the clothes. 
A routine check following 
Wills’ arrest showed he had 
been charged earlier this month 
with the murder of two girls 
whose bodies were found Aug. 
15, 1974. in the Comstock Hills 
north of Carson City. 
District Attorney Mike Fon in 
Carson City said Lori Lynn 
Woodruff. 13, and Shawn Marie 


Hofer. 15. were shot twice in 
the head. He said they were not 
sexually assaulted and no 
motive for the killings has been 
found. 


Two detectives from Nevada 
searched the wreckage of Wills 
car Monday for a .22 caliber 
pistol used in the slayings and 
for additional drugs. Sheriff 
Crosland said they found 
“ nothing of value.” 


The sheriff said the Utah 
marijuana charge will be drop­ 
ped after Wills, who is being 
held without bail on the drug 
complaint, signs the extradition 
papers on the murder charges. 


Nevada authorities are ex­ 
pected to fly him back to 
Carson City Thursday. 
A second suspect in the girls’ 
deaths, Julius Neuschafer Jr., 
72. Sacramento, is in custody in 
Sacramento on a credit card 
fraud charge, authorities repor­

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Mayor 
Pete Wilson told voters in the 
nation's ninth largest city that 
his controlled growth policies 
were the best way to avoid 
becoming “ a second Los 
Angeles.”

Wilson won re-election Tues­ 
day over four opponents includ­ 
ing a city councilman-cement 
contractor who promised to 
“ remove obstacles” to develo­ 
pers 
Wilson. 42. a former state as­ 
semblyman considered one of 
the Republican Party’s top con­ 
tenders to challenge Demo­ 
cratic Gov Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. in 1978. collected 91,003 
votes, or 61.7 per cent of the 
total. 
Councilman Lee Hubbard. 47, 
finished second with 46,941 
votes, or 31.8 per cent, and 
three also-rans shared the 
remaining six per cent. 
First elected in 1971. Wilson 
gained notice as a political 
reformer when he pushed 
through a city ordinance 
limiting individual campaign 
donations in city elections to 
$250. banning contributions 
from corporations and unions, 
and requiring full disclosure of 
all gifts. 
Wilson, who earns an annual

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Immediate increase 
seen in pork prices 


United Press International 
Record high prices on the 
nation's largest livestock mar­ 
kets may mean an almost im­ 
mediate rise in the already 
lofty price of pork 
Experts said Tuesday in­ 
creased prices would be felt by 
the consumers at meat 
counters soon. 
Record highs of $63 per 
hundredweight were reported 
Tuesday at Peoria, 111., and In­ 
dianapolis. 
Hogs hit an all-time high, $62 
a hundredweight, up 50 cents 
from Monday’s record $61 50 in 
South St. Paul, Minn,, consid­ 
ered the largest hog market in 
the country. 
Other records were $62 50 at 
East St. Louis, $61 65 at Sioux 
City, Iowa, and $61.50 at 
Omaha, Neb. 
Joe Cordell, head of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture of­ 
fice at Springfield. 111., said the 
higher prices should be reflect­ 
ed at grocers’ meat counters in 
a few days. 
Industry spokesmen said the 
price of pork is rising because 


farmers simply are raising 
fewer pigs following a year of 
low prices when they lost 
money. 
"It is strictly a case of supply 
and demand, 
(me spokesman 
said 
One spokesman said there 
has been a sharp decline in the 
sale of pork this year because of 
the high prices. 
"Shoppers are passing up 
pork to buy beef, some proces­ 
sed meat or turkey or chicken,” 
he said 


The latest figures show a 20 
per cent reduction in hogs in the 
nation's 14 major producing 
states. 


Also, figures on farrowing 
sows indicate production will 
continue to decline through the 
fall. 


Cordell said, "Raising hogs is 
risky to begin with. Farmers 
don’t need and don’t want the 
additional risks which have 
popped up in recent years.” 
lie said another reason for 
the shortage is the high price of 
corn, around $3 a bushel.

Pair pardoned after 12 
years on 'death row' 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla (UPI) 
— Freddie Pitts and Wilbert 
Lee. pardoned after 12 years on 
Florida’s death row. will 
probably move to Louisiana and 
California. Attorney General 
Robert Shevin says. 
Shevin said Tuesday he ad­ 
vised Pitts and Lee to leave 
Florida once they are released 
from the state prison in 
Raiford. Phil Hubbart. a Miami 
public defender who fought for 
10 years to prove the innocence 
of Pitts and Lee, said the men 
are uncertain of their futures 
“They’re still waiting until 
after they leave prison to make 
their future plans.” said Hub­ 
bart "Now, we’re just trying to 
find them jobs and we’ve had 
none so far. They've been tak­ 
ing a 'We’ll believe it when 
we re out’ attitude. I’m not sure 
now where they will go. 
"Neither of these men are 
politicians and both prefer to be 
kept out of the public limelight 
Pitts was concerned he might 
be used as a crusade against 
capital punishment He’s not 


against capital punishment, 
despite his years on death 
row " 
Pitts and Lee are scheduled 
to be freed Friday after 12 
years in Raiford Their pardon, 
as required by law. was signed 
by four members of the state 
cabinet — Commissioner of 
Education Ralph Turlington, 
Gov Reubin Askew. Treasurer 
Phil Ashler and Shevin 
Pitts and Lee. both black, 
were sentenced to death in 1963 
for the murder of two Port St. 
Joe service station attendants 
Curtis "Boo” Adams, a white 
inmate in Raiford. confessed to 
the murders in 1966. a major 
reason for the Cabinet pardon 
of Pitts and Lee 
Shevin. who conducted inten­ 
sive interviews with Pitts and 
Lee. said Pitts will move to 
New Orleans and Lee to Los 
Angeles, where he has an ailing 
brother 
"We’re not going to tell them 
where to go or where to live, 
but it makes good sense to go 
out of the state, and I think 


that's their intention.” said 
Shevin 
"When you have an 
emotional thing like this, there 
is always a chance of problems 
All this predisposed feeling, 
anti and pro, will lead to 
problems " 
Capt Kenneth Snover. clas­ 
sification supervisor in the 
Raiford prison, said Pitts and 
l-ee showed few emotions when 
he informed them of Turling­
